GENERAL REMARKS. 


Fellow citizens, in submitting this, the annual report for 
‘the year ending Mar. 1, 1878, I cannot but return to you my 
heartfelt thanks for the kind manner with which I have been 
everywhere received and supported in the discharge of my va- 
rious duties, together with the many courtesies and favors 
that have been bestowed upon me. If at any time in the past 
onr schools have been wanting in interest, that deficiency has 
been supplied during the past year. With very few excep- 
tions our schools have been in point of excellence and charac- 
ter of such a high order as to inspire every one with the 
ereatest confidence. Nothing of a derogatory character has 
reached the ear of your comimnittee, except in one or two in- 
stances, and those were unauthorized. The corps of teachers 
which have been employed have been well qualified to in- 
struct, analyze and demonstrate all of those points, which 
when left unexplained leaves the mind of the pupil in doubt, 
and by their untiring efforts and abilities our schools have 
been raised to a fair degree of excellence. ‘The classes in 
reading, writing and spelling have received special attention, 
and we have witnessed with pleasure instanves of very good 
reading. One of the worst faults of the svhool-room, and one 
in which the scholar is the most liable to fall into is reading in 
too low a tone of voice, and with too much rapidity of utter- 
ance and without any expression. 

The subject of text books which was brought to your at- 
tention in our last report has not escaped our notice during 
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the past year. Although no radical changes have been made 
yet in many:of the districts where the evil of a multiplicity of 
text books existed changes have been made and the classes re- 
duced, thereby giving to each more time and attention. If 
you would enhance the interest and improve the condition of 
your schools, see to it that this change is completely carried 
out until the classes in every school throughout our town shall 
have been reduced to the required number. The text books 
which are most universally used are Franklin’s series of reat- 
ers, Progessive Speller; Greenleaf’s new series of Arithmetics, 
Warren’s Geography and Green’s Grammar. 


Disrrict No. 1: 


Prudential Committee, Almon Putney. 
Summer Term, taught by Miss Rosa F, CoLBuRN. 


Length of term in weeks, 7; number of scholars, 17; num- 
ber of times tardy, 48; average attendance, 14. This was 
Miss Colburn’s first attempt at teaching, and as such was a 
success. At each of our visits we found the teacher wide 
awake, and fully understanding the importance of her posi- 
tion. ‘The order and discipline in the school-room might have 
been a little deficient, but this was amply made up by the 
persevering efforts and energy which was at all times appar- 
ent. With a little more experience, Miss Colburn will rank 
among our best teachers. ‘The teacher remarks that the 
parents do not take much interest in the school. They send 
their children but do not visit the school to judge of their 
progress. This should not beso. Ifyou wish to encourage 
teacher and scholars visit frequently the school-room. 

Winter Term, taught.by Miss Hatrin DutTToNn. 

Length of termin weeks, 7; number of scholars, 11; num- 
ber of times tardy, 24; average attendance, 10. This was one 
of the pleasantest little schools in town. The closing examin- 
ation showed good progress, and it will beseen by the aver- 
age attendance, that not much time was lost by absence. The 
order of the school-room was good, and the interest which 
the younger scholars manifested in their lessons was particu- 
larly gratifying to your committee, 
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District No. 2. 


Prudential Committee, Royal EK. Otis. 
Summer Term, taught by Miss Mary A. Crosby. 


Length pf term in weeks, 8; number of scholars, 11; num- 
ber of times tardy, 0; average attendance, 10. This was 
Miss Crosby’s second term in the district, and was a success. 
We found at each of our visits the scholars orderly, with good 
lessons: and the examination showed marked improvement. 
The teacher remarked that the scholars had made her duties 
very pleasant. 

Winter Term, taught by Miss Ipa Purney. 


Length of term in weeks, 11; number of scholars, 10; 


number of times tardy, 10; average attendance, 8. At the 
close of this, as well ss the summer teri, your committee 


had the pleasure of meeting many of the friends and parents, 
and by their pleased looks together with the evident satisfac- 
tion, and the complimentary remarks which were freely in- 
dulged in were in themselves indicative of the success obtained. 
We were indeed pleased with the examination, and the good 
order at all times apparent, and can but pronounce this a 
good school. 
District No. 3. 


Prudential Committee, Richard Clement. 


Summer Term, taught by Miss Ciara M. Hurtin. 
Length of term in weeks, 7; number of scholars,10; num- 
ber of times tardy, 4; averuge attendance 8 Miss Haurlin 
succeeded in gaining the good-will and sympathy of her schol- 
ars, and the good feeling that everywhere existed was a sure 
guarantee of success. ‘This was the teacher’s first term, and 
the good results which were realized might well be envied by 
older and more experienced teachers. Miss Hurlin com- 
mended the following scholars for not being absent, tardy or 
dismissed during the term. Ina 8. Clement, Carrie $8, Bow- 
les, Edith W. Clement and Clara I, McNeal. 
Winter Term, taught by Miss Chara A. Howarp, 


Length of term in weeks, 11; number of scholars, 20; 
number of times tardy, 5; average attendance, 17. The 
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teacher was well adapted to her position, and the interest 
manifested in all the branches of study established well her 
reputation. This school has quite snddenly emerged from 
one of the smallest into one of the largest in town, and the 
amount of talent in the school has kept pace with its growth. 
It now ranks second in tewn in point of intellect. All the. 
classes reviewed well, and we have no hesitancy in prouounc- 
ing this one of the best schools of the past year. The teacher 
remarks that the scholars have all been prompt in their reci- 
tations, and that there have been only seven cases of tardiness 
and dismissal during the whole term; eight have not been 
absent a day, and four only one day. A good record. Secure 
her services again if possible. 
Districr No. 4. 
Prudential Committee, Benjamin L. Bartlett. 
Summer Term, taught by Miss LAURA A. GILMORE. 

Length ot term in weeks, 8; number of scholars, 5 ; numn- 
ber of times tardy, 0; average attendance, 3. This was Miss 
Gilmore’s third term in the district, and we are sorry that a 
Jarger number of scholars could not have been benefitted by 
her instructions. We visited the school at its commencement, 
and found scholars and teacher all in good working order. 
Of the progress we are not able to judge, as the school, on the 
last day closed at noon, and we did not arrive till later. No 
remarks by the teacher. 


Winter Term, taught by Miss.Cora M. Dow. 

Length of school in weeks, 8; number of scholars, 5; num- 
ber of times tardy, 7; average attendance, 3. This district has 
the fewest number of scholars of any in town, and where there 
is so few, it is hard to awaken within them much interest. 
Miss Dow is a young teacher, possessing rare abilities, and 
all the requisite qualifications. At the closing examination 
only two scholars were present, the others having withdrawn 
to attend school in their respective districts; these two pass- 
ed an excellent examination, and the review in geography 
by Lizzie Gilmore was the best we had during the year. We 
can but compliment the district on securing the services of 
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two such good teachers; and only regret that a larger 
number of scholars could not have been benefitted. We were 
pleased to meet the prudential committee, and to listen to 
some very excellent remarks by him. <A pleasant and enjoya- 
ble term, were the remarks of the teacher. 


Disrricr No. 5. 
Prudential Committee, Lewis Goodale. 
Summer term, taught by Miss Frora M. BROWNE. 


Length of term in weeks, 7; number of scholars, 17; num- 
of times tardy, 1; average attendance, 16. A very good 
school. There appeared to be sympathy and good feeling 
between teacher and scholars, and everything passed off 
smoothly. Were we to make any suggestions, it would be, 
a little more life and animation. The teacher remarks that 
the scholars have all been obedient and respectful, and that 
the term has been one of the pleasantest she ever taught. 


Winter Term, taught by JosepH W. PRFsBY. 


Length of term in weeks, 9; number of scholars, 20; num- 
ber of times tardy 24; average attendance, 18. This district 
has the best arrranged, and the best house of any in town, and 
as a result ought to have one of the best if not the best school. 
At the commencement we visited it, and found a good number 
of scholars with an educated and experienced teacher in con- 
trol.We saw no reason at that time why it might not be one 
of the most successful of all the schools. There was a slight 
restlessness on the part of some of the scholars, but as the 
school had hardly got under headway at the time of our visit, 
we trusted that time would remedy the evil. At. the closing 
examination we found only about one half the scholars pres- 
ent, the rest being abseut for reasons unknown to your com- 
mittee. Of the remaining ones, some of them evinced a 
considerable degree of progress, but we were sorry to see 
that same restlessness, which pervaded the school-room at 
the commencement, still continued, and in an increased de- 
gree. That there was a fault somewhere, we cannot doubt, 
but whether it was the result of non-cooperation of parents 
with the teacher or from some other cause we are not able to 
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determine. There should be no division in a school district; 
all should be united, and work together for the good of those 
they so dearly love. The teacher remarked that to him the 
term had been very pleasant, the scholars obedient, and most 
of them studious. 


District No. 6. 
Prudential Committee, Bartlett S. Simons. 


This district had but one term, and that was under the 
charge of Miss Susy H. Patten. Length of term in weeks 
12; number of scholars 4; number times tardy, 315 average 
atttendance 4. This was the teacher’s first term. She was 
conscientious, active and effective. ‘The scholars learned well 
and Miss Patten deserves the commendation of ali in her un- 
tiring efforts with so few pupils. The teacher remarks that 
if the parents would visit the school room oftener the scholars 
would be more interested, and the teacher better encouraged.

Both summer and wicter terms were under the charge of 
Miss Sarah A. Gove. Length of summer term in weeks, 6 ; 
number of scholars, 7; number times tardy, 15; average at- 
tendance, 5; length of winter term in weeks, 9 1-2; number 
of scholars, 10; number times tardy 1; average attendance 7. 
These were Miss Gove’s fourth and fifth terms in the district, 
which would indicate that the parents were well satisfied with 
her success. At the close of the sammer term we were not 
notified, therefore did not visit it. The closing examanina- 
tion of the winter term was commendable alike to both teach- 
er and scholars. ‘leacher remarks that both terms have been 


pleasant. Scholars obedient and studious. 
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District No. 8. 
Prudential Committee, Walter R. Smith and Wm. Forssith. 


Both summer and winter term were taught by Miss Mary 
G. Comstock. Length of summer term in weeks, 8; number 
of scholars, 8; number of times tardy, 6; average attend- 
ance, 7. Lengthof winter term in weclks, 10; number of 
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scholars, 6; number of times tardy, 8; average attendance, 4. 
Miss Comstock’s qualifications and success as a teacher is: too 
widely known to need any further comment from us. Let it 
suffice to say that both teims were in every way satisfactory 
to your committee. Miss Comstock remarks that the school 
was pleasant and quiet. Lessons well learned and the schol- 
ars always prompt.
